JEFFERSON CITY, Sept. 11.— 
The Board of Permanent Seat of 
Government, today dismissed Com- 
missioner John W. Scott from office 
and passed a resolution directing At- 
torney-General McAllister to pro- 
ceed with a grand jury investigation 
of the coal scandal, details of which 
were discovered and published ex- 
clusively by the Post-Dispatch be- 
ginning Friday. 

The resolution also directs that if 
McAllister finds the State has suf- 
fered any loss through the transac- 
tions, he shal) institute civil pro- 
ceedings to recover the value ofthe 
property lost. 

The board is composed of Gov. 
Gardener, Attorney-General McAl- 
lister, Auditor Hackmann, Treasurer 
Middliekamp and Secretary of State 
Sullivan. The Governor called the 
trieeting of the board today. 

Revelations by Post-Dispatch. 
The revelations by the Post-Dis- 

patch included the following: 
~«» 1. That John W. Seott, Com- 
missioner of Permanent Seat of 

Government, sold State coal to 

officials and individuals and the 

Bitate received no pay for it. 

2. That although the State 
had a contract to buy lump

Bought More Than Could Be Used.

SUNK A SUBMARINE

Two Merchantmen in Fleet of 
Convoyed Vessels Lost Dur- 
ing Attack Near France. 


NO LOSS OF LIFE 


Tank Steamer, Which Survived 
Fight, Sends Brief Ac- 
count of Encounter. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 11.—-Ameri- 
can destroyers are believed to have 
sunk six hostile submarines off the 
coast of France, Sept. 5, while con- 


| Voying a fleet of merchantmen from 


the United States. Two of the mer- 
chant ships were lost, it is reported, 
without loss of life. 

Meager reports to the Navy De- 
partment today give a brief account 
of the fight, transmitted from the 
American tank steamer Westwego, 
one of the ships which survived the 
attack. The names of the two ships 
sunk were not included in the dis- 
patch. It is not even known whether 
they were American ships. The Navy 
Department has cabled for addi- 
tional information. 

“The Navy Department has re- 
ceived a report from Paris which 
states that the steamer Westwego 
reports on Sept. 8, that, while cruis- 
ing with several other ships, was at- 
tacked by a massed force of six 
submarines off the coust of France 
on Sept. 5. The result of this attack 
being that two of the steamers at- 
tacked were sunk and probably all 
of the submarines were lost.’’ 

While the statement does not act- 
ually state that American destroyers 
were convoying the ships, that is be- 
lieved to be the fact. 

It was announced recently that a 
policy of convoying fleets of mer- 
chant ships across the Atlantic had 
been adopted, and since the mer- 
chant craft which were the object 
of the sumbarine’s attack were bound 
for Europe, it is regarded as more 
than probable that’ American war- 
ships convoyed them. 

American warships have all been 
equipped with depth bombs for fight- 
ing submarines. This weapon has 
proved very deadly. 

The Westwego, an oil tank steam- 
er, was built in Germany in 1914, 
for Rumanian account, under the 
name of the Steaua Romana. Later 
her registry was changed to Ameri- 
can. The vessel was of 3,059 tons 
net and she carried a crew of 42 
mon. Latest reports show she was 
in an American port Aug. 8, and 
later sailed on a trans-Atlantic voy- 
age commanded by Capt. Mulcoy.

Foreign Office Issues Statement 
About Forwarding Communica- 
tions From Buenos Aires. 


CITES REQUEST BY U. S. 


Says It Helped American Ambas- 
sador Get Word Through to 
Turkish Points. 


LONDON, Sept. 11.—The Swedish 


foreign Office, according to a dis- |} 


patch from Copenhagen to the Ex- 
change Telegraph Co., has ‘ssued the 
following statement regarding the 
Swedish-Argentinian revelations: 
“The Swedish Foreign Office has 
not received any account regarding 


the transmission of the telegrams 


mentioned in the statements of the 
Government of the United States and 
the Swedish Government, therefore is 
unable at present to determine what 
its position should be on the ques- 
tion opened up by these statements. 

“It is, however, accurate to say 
that just after the world war broke 


out, the Swedish Foreign Minister ex- 
pressed the opinion that he ought to 
transmit a German telegram concern- 
ing the civil population of Ki30- 
Chow (the former German fortress 
in the Chinese peninsula of Shan- 
tung).

gentina. Since then, Sweden has coni- 
tinued to be the intermediary for 
communications 

and the Argentine. 

“This telegram, mentioned 
American statement, was written in 
code and in transmitting it the 
Swedish Minister was, for that reason, 
unable to decipher it. Whether its 
contents were as reported is a point 
which the first duty of the Swedish 
Government must be to confirm, and 
its next action must be to get an ex- 
planation from Germany. Sweden 
will also take measures to prevent 
any repetition of the incident. 

“No application as to the cessation 
of the transmission of telegrams 
from’ Germany to the Argentine Re- 
public has yet been made, either by 
the British or American CGovern- 
ments. , 

“The whole affair has only become 
known to the public through tho 
press, but, in spite of this, the wishes 
expressed by the interested parties 
would immediately have been ac- 
ceded to.”’ 

British Statement Given Out. 

The following statement fram an 
authoritative source was made to the 
Associated Press with reference to 
the revelation concerning Sweden: 

“There is no need for any action 
on the part of the allies regarding 
the Swedish exposures, nor is any 
action, joint er otherwise, contem- 
plated. The facts as narrated*speak 
for themselves. 

“This is not a case of any quarre!] 
on the part of the allies with the 
Swedish people, but of . individual 
action by individual officials, whica 
it is confidently believed, wili be 
strongly resented by the Swedish 
people. There can be wo doubt that 
Sweden will take the earliest op- 
portunity to explain her position and 
this, it is hoped, will clear the air 
and even lead to a better understand- 
ing. 

Small Group Might Approve. 

“It is well known that there is 
a small militarist group in Sweden 
which might possibly approve of 
such behavior as has now come to 
light, but it is confidently expected 
that the bulk of the Swedish people 
will share the view of the world at 
large regarding the barbarous in- 
trigues of Germany. Teiegrams from 
Buenos Aires show that the dis- 
closures have caused great excite- 
ment and, in the view of the leading 
politicians, serious action by the Ar- 
gentine Government will become 

necessary.’

DRAFT QUOTA 


Is Thirteen Per Cent More Than|' German Positions Penetrated at| A. F. Welle Furnishes Statement 


Required to Be Ready to 
Send Away This Month. 


Including certifications to be made 
this evening to the Adjutant-Generul 
at Jefferson City by the District Ap- 
peals Board, 2632 men in St. Louis 
are ready for service in the nationel 
army, or 63 per cent of the city’s 
quota of 4377. Under the instruc- 
tions of Gen. McCord, the 28 dis- 
tricts in St. Louis are required to 
have 60 per cent of their allotments 
ready by Sept. 13 for movement to 
the cantonment on Sept. 19, instead 
of 40 per cent, as originally specified. 

Thus St. Louis has already exceed- 
ed its Sept. 13 quota by 13 per cent 
(not including the five per cnet sent 
away last week), but the additional] 
men probably will be used to make 
up deficiencies in some of the coun- 
try districts of the State which have 
been backward in their draft exami- 
nations. 

Figures given out by the Diatrict 
Board today show that only two St. 
Louis wards have failed to have men 
certified to the Adjutant-General. 
the Thirteenth and Nineteenth. 
Three wards—the Fifteenth, Eight- 
eenth and Twenty-third wards, have 
certified more than their quotas.

In the cases of the thirteenth and 
nineteenth wards where there were 
no certifications the delay was caus- 
ed by the slowness of the examina- 
tions. Both have certified large 
numbers of registrants to the Dis- 
trict Board, but under the law they 
must be held up ten days to permit 
the filing of appeals before being 
forwarded 
as ready for service. 

The 50 per cent quota which be- 
gins to depart on the nineteenth, 
will go at ther ateof five per cent 
a day until the entire allotment is 
dispatched. In most districts only

Stream of Hate Next on America.

COUNSELOR TO RULE ON 


HERTENSTEIN'S SALARY 


Asked to Decide if Efficiency 
Board Chairman, Re-elected, 
Can Get Extra $1000. 


The City Counselor will be asked 
to decide whether an increase in one 
city official's salary, provided for in 
an ordinance which became effective 
last week, can be placed in effect im- 
mediately, while a decrease in an- 
other official’s salary, prescribed in 
the same ordinance, is deferred for a 
year. 

Charles Hertenstein was today 
elected by the Efficiency Board as 
its chairman, a position which herre- 
signed a week ago, although he did 
not resign his membership in the 
board. His resignation and re-elec- 
tion seemingly enables him, as a 
newly elected chairman, to take ad- 
vantage of the ordinance which in- 
creases the chairman's salary from 
$3000 to $4000 a year. This ordi- 
nance became effective last week. 

The same ordinance cut the gal- 
aries of the two other members of 
the board from $3000 to $2000 each. 
H. G. Clymer, who has a year still 
to serve asa member, is protected in 
his $3000 salary by the charter pro- 
Vision that no official’s salary shall 
be increased or reduced during his 
term. Frank P. Furlong, the new 
member, goes in at the $2000 salary. 

Hertenstein said today that he 
believed he was entitled to the $4000 
salary, as he was newly elected as 
chairman. He said Counselor Daues 
would have to pass on the matter. 


Daues said to a reporter that the 
question seemed to be whether Her- 
tenstein served in a dual capacity is 
member and as chairman. He was 
not ready to indicate his decision. 

Mayor Kiel said the purpose of 
the new ordinance was to save the 
city $1000 a year and that he hoped 
the board would not act so as to pre- 
vent this saving. If Hertenstein’s 
salary is increased now and Clymer's 
salary is not lowered there will be 
no saving for a year to come.

PHILAELPHIA, Sept, 11.—Govern- 
ment agents who participated in the 
raid on the Philadelphia Tageblatt, a 
German morning newspaper, here 
yesterday, are occupied today in ex- 
amining the large amount of corres- 
pondence, newspaper files and other 
papers taken from the place. Dr. 
Martin Darkow, managing editor, 
and Herman Lemke, Lusiness man- 
ager of the Tageblatt, arrested last 
night on charges of violating the es- 
pionage act, are at liberty on bond. 
The Tageblatt was issued as usual 
today. 

Federal agents say the Tageblatt 
has been persistently attacking the 
Government's war policy and the se- 
lective draft act. It is also charged 
that the paper printed instructions 
as to how persons can avoid the post- 
al regulations in sending mail to Ger- 
many. According to these instruc- 
tions, the Federa)] agents said, letters 
could be sent to the Deutscher Hilf- 
sverein in care of H. Isselhurst, 
Stockholm, Sweden, where they will 
be forwarded, to Germany. 

Barkow and Lemke deny that they 
had any intention of violating the 
laws of the United States. Lemke 
says he has been a citizen of the 
United States for 30 years.

TAX BILL PASSES 
SENATE AND GOES 


TO CONFERENCE 


$2,400,000,000 War Revenue 


Measure Expected to Go to 
President in 2 Weeks. 


‘CONSUMPTION LEVY KILLED 


Borah, Gronna, La Follette and 
Norris Only Members to Vote 


Against Bill. 


WASHINGTON, Sept. 11.—The 
big war tax bill was back today in 
the hands of the Mouse following its 


| passage by the Senate last night. The 
|measure passed the House May 23, 
| and now goes to conference. 
| Senate addéd more than $600,000,000 
to®the bill. 


The 


It is hoped that the difficulties be- 


| tween the two houses may be settled 


in two weeks, after which the bill 
will be laid before President Wilson 
for his signature. 

The Senate approved the bill, 69 
to 4, the negative votes being cast 
by Senators Borah, Gronna, La Fol- 
lette and Norris. The action came 
after the high-tax group had again 
sought to secure the adoption of Sen- 
ator La Follette’s proposal to raise 
$3,500,000,000 more taxes. It was 
voted down 66 to 15. 

As the bill now stands it raises 
about $2,400,000,000 against the $1,- 
867,870,000 in the House bill. 

A total of $842,200,000 is to be 
raised by levies on incomés, corpo- 
rate and individual, $1,060,000,000 
from war profits. Levies on liqyor, 
tobacco and public utilities will 
make up most of the remainder. 


“Consumption Tax Eliminated. 
The Sénate at the last minuto 


struck out all provisions for the con- 


sumption tax on sugar, tea, coffee 
and cocoa and the special levies on 
publishers and postage increases. It 
also eliminated proposals for repeal 
of the sugar ‘‘drawback” and adédi- 
tional inheritance taxes. Provisions 
for free transportation of letters 
from American soldiers abroad and 
for a one-cent stamp tax on parcel 
post packages were retained. 

Senators Simmons, Stone and Wil- 
liams, Democrats, and Penrose and 
Lodge, Republieans, of the Financa 
Committee, were appointed the Sen- 
ate’s confereés. 

Those supporting the La Folletta 
substitute to raise $3,500,000,000 
more taxes were: Borah, Brady, 
Gore, Gronna, | Hardwick, Hollis, 
riusting, Johnson of California, 
Jones of Washington, Kenyon, La 
Follette, McNary, Norris, Reed and 
Vardaman. 

A parliamentary snar! and a deter- 
mined fight on the second-class post- 
age provision furnished the most ex- 
citement. After the McKellar sub- 
titute zone postage increase provi- 
sion, applying to publications sent 
beyond 300 miles, had been rejected, 
40 to 34, Senator Hardwick’s substi- 
tute zone plan applicable to advertis- 
ing portions only was beaten 48 to 20. 
Senator McKellar attempted to of- 
fer another substitute with a maxi- 
mum rate of 4 cents a pound, instead 
of 6 cents, but Senator Saulsbury, 
rresiding, held that the House zone 
provision had never been formally 
eliminated. Then the Senate made 
sure of its determination to elimi- 
nate all postage increasesand Bpeciel 
‘evies on publishers by adopting 
Senator Week’s motion to strike out 
the entire House clause, 59 to 8. The 
only postage features left in the bill 
are provisions for free transporta- 
tion of all letters from’ American sol- 
diers abroad and for 1-cent stamp 
tax on parcel post paqneee, raising 
about $4,000,000. 

The consumption taxes, of half- 
cent a pound on sugar, two cents on 
coffee, five cents on tea, three cents 
on cocoa and from 1 to 2 cents a 
gallon on molasses were cut out by 
overwhelming majorities. 

Lowers Income Exemption. 


The bill lowers exemption from 


income tax levy was increased from 
$596,000,000to $842,200, 000, with 
the House provision for $108,000,000 
additional by a retroactive tax on 
1916 incomes eliminated. In the 
House bill $200,000,000 -additional 
was levied by doubling present ex- 
cess profit taxes, while the Senate 
bill raisés $1,060,000,000 beyond 
present returns of $226,000,000 from 
both normal excess incomes and war 
profits of corporations and individ 
vals by a new system of rates grad- 
uated from 12 to 60 per cent based 


1911-13. 
the present special munitions 
raising $26,000,000. 


Of the income taxes, $89,134,000 
more would be raised from the new 
2 per cent normal tax on individu! 
incomes and $393,077,000 from sur- 
taxes ranging from 1 per cent to 50 
per cent on incomes of from $5000 
to $1,000,000. 

The House 6 per cent tax on pipe- 
line tramsportation payments was re- 
tained. A manufacturers’ tax of 5 
per cent on jewelry, musical instru- 
ments, tires and tubes and motion 
picture filme was eliminated. The 
Benate also rejected House taxes on 
ineurance policies igsued or renewed 
and added a new tax of 2 per cent 
on cameras, to raise $600,000. 


For the Howse 6 per cent manu- 
facturers’ tax on automobiles and 
motor cycles, estimated to raise 
$68,000,000, the Senate inserted a 
new clause for a graduated Fedeéra!l 
license tax on owners, estimated to 
obtain $41,000,000. With a tax of 
$2.60 on motor cycles, the Senate 
plan would tax automobile owners 
from $5 up, based on the original 
selling price, with an allowance up 
to 60 per cent on used vehicles. 


Chewing Gum Tax Eliminated. 


On perfumes, cosmetics, patent 
medicines and similar articles the 
House 6 per cent tax was reduced to 
2 per cent, while a House tax on 
chewing gum was eliminated. 


Estimates of $60.000,000 under the 
House bill from new assessments on 
emusement admissions and club dues 
are reduced to $18,000,000 by Senate 
changes exempting many amusement 
resorts, chautauquas and eliminating 
entirely the 10 per cent on club duces. 
Virtually all the Spanish War stamp 
taxes, whose re-imposing was  pro- 
vided in the House measure, were 
retained, But a i-cent bank check 
tax proposed in the Senate was de- 
feated. 4 \ 


Additional inheritance taxes to 
raise $6,000,000 adopted by the 
House were defeated.

In dealing with postage revenue 
assessments, the Senate struck out 
the House provision for 3-cent let- 
ters, expected to yield $70,000,000 in 
addition to the House and Senate 
Committee provisions affecting pub- 
lishers.

ADVANCED COURSE IN FRENCH 
WARFWARE AT FORT SHERIDAN 


Beginning Thursday the Men Will 
Spend 36 Consecutive Hours a 
Week in the Excavations. 


FORT SHERIDAN, IIL, Sept. 11.— 
Col. James A. Ryan, commandant, has 
announced that students at the Sec- 
cnd Officers’ Reserve Training Camp 
are to be given as advanced instruc- 
tion in trench warfare as possible. 
To assist in this training Capt. George 
Etienne Bertrand of the Sixth 
Battalion Alpine Chausseurs, has ar- 
rived at the camp to give first-hand 
information on bomb throwing and 
the use of the trench mortar and the 
rifle grenade. 

It is proposed to lay out a compre- 
hensive trench system to accommo- 
date a regiment of men instead of a 
battalion as at the last camp. 

Beginning next Thursday the men 
will spend 36 consecutive hours a | 
week in the trenches, being subjected | 
as nearly as possible to all conditions 
to be met on the battle front.

Th are seven features in the 
pr@posed form of government that 
are departures from the present al- 
dermanic system, and which are held 
out as great improvements.

All legislative and administrative 
affairs are in the hands of five com- 
missioners, each of whom heads a 
department, and who is directly re- 
sponsible for it. Each would be 
compelled to spend at least six hours 
a day attending to his duties. 

Franchises to public service cor-

Such an election was held five 
years ago, but the proposition lost, 
virtually all the politicians of both 
parties combining to oppose it. Civic 
leaders believe that the voters are 
now ready to change the form of 
government. Another meeting of the 
One Hundred Committee will be held 
Monday afternoon.

There is a 
laughable contrast between the old 
way of milking, in the course of 
which the cow kicks the bucket, and 
the modern way, in which a machine 
does all the work. Many other in- 
teresting interior views of dairies 
and ice plants are shown in this 
film, which also gives glimpses of 
some of the little ones who are 
helped toward health through the 
milk and ice fund, and of fund work- 
ers at their rehearsals for entertain- 
ments to aid the babies. 

By a change in the order of the 
program the vaudeville numbers 
were presented following the milk 
and ice film last night, to permit 
those who took part in it to leave 
the back of the stage and break up 
into parties to watch the remaining 
pictures at their ease. 

If last night’s vaudeville show may 
be accepted as a criterion, this part 
of the entertainment alone is well 
worth the price of admission.

Board of Agriculture Members Say 
Enforced Service in Army Will 
Reduce Crop Acreage. 

P. P. Lewis, president of the State 
Board of Agriculture, and member of 
an Exemption Board in St. Louis 
County, and Jewel: Mayes, secretary 
of the Agriculture Board, have ad- 
dressed a letter to Gov.

In the amending-»of the law will a wise 


statésmanship assert itself and make provi- 
sion for a just distribution of the burden 
as between the two classes in question, or 
will it continue the travesty of the present 
law and say to those who have children 


that they shall not only pay dollar for 


dollar with the childless married person, 


but, in addition thereto, stand ready to 


offer their children as a sacrifice to their 
<ountry’s need? 

It occurs to me that the law should grant 
an exemption of at least $500 for each child 
and that such exemption should continue 
until the child has reached the age of 21 
years, for every parent having children and 
able and ambitious to educate them knows 
that the most expensive period in the life 
of a child is that covering the high school 
and college years, say, from 13 to 21, and 
each year is more expensive than the 
former years was. 

I address this communication in behalf of 
those who not only have incomes with 
which to serve the country, but, what is 
far dearer, childgen with which to build up 
ité armies. I wrote.a number of Senators 
and Congressmen last spring and without 
exception received a favorable reply. I 
think, But am not sure, that some provision 
of this kind has been incorporated in the 
mew bill. I know of no better medium 
through which this much desired and equit- 
able change may be advocated than the 
Post-Dispatch, and I hope you will find it 
convenient to champion the cause.

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GUILT IS STILL PERSONAL. 

The seriousness of the scandal at Jefferson 
City over State coal purchases is increased by new 
phases of which daily record is being made. 

The authorized purchase from a local dealer at 
$4.50 and $5 a ton of coal which a bonded con- 
tractor was obligated to supply at $2.90 a ton in- 
dicates grafting on a no inconsiderable scale. 

Some details in these transactions are that 
the State paid for more of certain kinds of coal 
than was delivered to it, that about 1500 tons of 
coal was retailed to present and former officials 
at a price far below that paid to the local dealer 
and that no money at any price per ton for a 
large amount of this retailed coal has yet found 
its way into the State Treasury. 

Purchases of other supplies than coal for the 


-|Permanent Seat of Government Board have been 


made in excessive quantities and at a cost higher 
than market quotations. 

The view that deals of which these transactions 
are typical are a natural consequence of debased 
conceptions of public duty prevalent for some 
time at the capital has been repeatedly urged 
and is too obvious for further emphasis. A more 
practical point associated with the problem of*a 
clean up is that they are a natural result of the 
past immunity enjoyed by the wrongdoers who 
have betrayed the public’s confidence. 

Irregularities have been coming to light with 
great frequency for several years now at Jeffer- 
son City. All of them were of such a kind as to 
demand that the responsibility for them should be 
promptly fixed. Some of them were of a dis- 
tinctly criminal quality. 

But what cheap grafter has been deprived of 
his office except by vote of the people when he 
impudently insisted on re-election and a vindi- 
cation of his betrayal of trust? What grafter, 
small or big, has been sent to the pentientiary for 
confusing State assets with his personal assets? 

Debased conceptions of public duty are likely 
to persist when found profitable. The best cor- 
rective is to make them dismayingly unprofitable. 
The doctrine that guilt is personal needs to be 
revived at Jefferson City. 

The cold-blooded, sophisticated gang that has 
been preying on the State has been encouraged by 
past paltering. Some long-term prison sentences 
judiciously distributed may be depended on to 
break up these thrifty operations at the expense 
of the State. 
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A PYRAMID OF OOFFINS. 

St. Louis is not without its share of monuments 
in. bronze and stone, but none of them is so noted 
that its reputation could not be outdone by one 
that might properly be built at this time. If 
somebody could select a proper spot and erect 
thereon a pyramid of 51 coffins, each with its 
crepe, its silver handges and its nameplate, the 
fame of that pile would spread throughout the 
land. On each could be inscribed the name of 
one of the persons who has met death in an au- 
tomobile accident here since Jan. 1. 

The pyramid would be a fit base for a gigantic 
statue of the great American god, carelessness. 

. Of course, the year is only two-thirds gone and, 
if the rate of destruction is maintained, 25 more 
coffins somewhere in St. Louis are awaiting 
claimants from the list of victims to come before 


1917. passes from the calendar. Nevertheless the 
collection would be imposing enough without 
prematurely adding these. 

What such a mournful cenotaph lacked in es- 
thetic appeal it would make up in practical use- 
fulness. It would be a fit shrine before which to 
give the oath to jurors about to try persons ac- 
cused of manslaughter or felonious flight. It 
would make an ideal rendezvous for our policemen 
and prosecutors and jurists to remind them of 
their duty. Every driver of a car and every pe- 
destrian would find it profitable to spend there 
daily a few minutes in quiet meditation. 
Perhaps if the thing could be done in time those 
other 25 coffins might remain unclaimed.

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SEY VS. LOFF IN RUSSIA. 
The Russian in whom the supreme civil 
power of the new republic is vested has clashed 


‘with the ‘Russian in whom its supreme military 


power is vested. 

The civil chief, Premier Kerensky, had the ad- 
vantage of being the first to make the circum- 
stanges known to the world. 

He says that the military chief, Gen. Korniloff; 
demanded that all authority should be centered 
in himself as dictator, that he should be per- 
mitted to form a new Government at pleasure 


'. «pama-that Kerensky should retire. 


‘Kerensky in turn demanded that Korniloff 
should retire and named his successor as head of 
the army. 

_ Thus all the conditions are created for one of 
those conflicts between personalities that so often 
carry disaster in their train, especially in an 
inchoate, revolutionary period. 

The ferment in Russia has heretofore been a 
ferment of ideas. Its clashes have been clashes 
of principle against principle, of theories which 
are incompatible with other theories, of groups 
pursuing phantoms of hope of one kind against 
groups pursuing phantoms of hope of another 
kind. Personalities as such, aside from the per- 
sonality of the Czar, have not figured so much in 
the causes of internal agitation. 

A struggle between the rival ambitions of lead- 
ers would introduce new possibilities of danger 
into a situation where dangers are already multi- 
plied overmuch. 

An ominous possibility of such a struggle is 
that, even if one or the other of the principals, 
to serve the common good or for other reason, 
yields to his rival and retires, the division In the 
state may be kept alive by followers and a per- 
manent feud engendered. 

Is Korniloff any more likely to retire when 
asked to by Kerensky than Kerensky was to re- 
tire when asked to by Korniloff? 

This question suggests a greater menace than 
any that has come to Russia since the institution 
of the republic six months ago, the menace of civil 
war between forces almost equally balanced in 
power. Surely not all the things said heretofore

about Korailott are inaccurate—his ability in com- 


mand, his brilliancy in strategy, his sturdy qual- 
ities that have won him the worship of the Cos- 
sack. He may be as sincere and patriotic in be- 
lieving himself the man indispensable to Russia 
as Kerensky is in believing himself that man. 

Korniloff has not risen from the obscurity of 
the ranks to the head of Russia’s army of millions 
of men by obediently shrinking into’ retirement 
every time somebody told him to shrink.

The great value of the*embargo power of the 
President is about to be demonstrated in the case 
of Sweden. The Northern country will probably 
be given the choice this winter of eating or con- 
tinuing its clandestine and unneutral relations 
with Germany. 
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THE POOR MAN’S MILE. 

Southern Illinois milk producers, who furnish 
a large part of the milk used in St. Louis, threat- 
en another increase in prices. 

If the schedule proposed is carried into effect, 
it is said that the price to the consumer will be 
raised from 44 to 68 cents a gallon, or from 11 
to 17 cents a quart. Certified milk is already 17 
cents a quart. If the threatened increase is made, 
certified milk will surely go above 17 cents a 
quart, the increased prices quoted being for milk 
as it comes from the producers’ hands. 

What are the poor, especiaily those with chil- 
dren, to do if pure milk goes beyond their means? 
Those who can be cared for by the Pure Milk 
Commission, aided by the Pure Milk and Free Ice 
Fund, will be fortunate. 
prices, such as those proposed by the dealers, 
hundreds, if not thousands, of poor ‘families will be 
compelled to forego milk altogether. The Pure 
Milk Commission cannot care for all of these. 

Has the city no duty in this regard? New York, 
through the State Food Commissioner, was en- 
abled to make a thorough investigation when pro- 
hibitive milk prices threatened that city. The 
powers of the St. Louls Department of Public Wel- 
fare, under the new charter, are broad. It is en- 
trusted with the keeping of the health of the peo- 
ple of the city. Everyone knows that the health 
of babies is endangered by lack of milk. How can 
the poor mother maintain her baby’s health if she 
cannot afford pure milk? And how can the city 
increase in population, with sturdy citizens, if the 
babies are to sicken and die for want of the only 
food that. is suitable for babies? 

A thorough investigation of the cOhditions in 
the milk producing districts is called for. Is the 
proposed increase reasonable and necessary? 
There has been no lack of pasture: Hay is abun- 
dant, and the corn crop is unusually large. How 


men? Is not the present price of 17 cents for cer- 
tified milk exorbitant? Let us have all the facts. 
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18,000 CALLED; 5000 CHOSEN. 

Of 18,000 men examined in the 28 St. Louis 
wards approximately 5000 were found physically 
perfect and in a condition to go to war without 
leaving dependents behind. If the remainder of 
the United States holds that ratio a national 
army of 3,000,000 of the best manhood in the 
world is in immediate sight. 
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THE MEROIFUL LANDSTURMEBS. 

An interesting observation made by ex-Ambas- 
sador Gerard while in Germany and referred to in 
his memoirs is that the landsturmers, or older 
men in the military service, were much more in- 
clined to be merciful than the younger soldiers. 

Is this because men of older, mellower years, 
men of family, men who have had the longer ex- 
perience with the workings of the great law of 
compensation, are naturally more inclined to be 
compassionate than younger, more thoughtless 
men? This may possibly be the explanation, 
though ordinarily we would expect the reverse to 
be true—that the more imaginative, more sympa- 
thetic young men would be more merciful than 
older, more blase men of blunted sensibilities. 

Mr. Gerard’s conjecture is that it is due to the 
increasing effects of the instruction of the Ger- 
man nation in the doctrine of schrecklichkeit. 
This training, begun during the present genera- 
tion, found the greater part of the people not pre- 
pared to receive it, but boys who grew up under 
persistent, intensive forms of the instruction in 
ruthlessness, gradually yielded to its teachings: 
Assuming that this is the true explanation, what 
would have happened, if education along this line 
had gone on for 10 years more, or until practical- 
ly all had succumbed to the schrecklichkeit in- 
fluence? The instruction was arrested just in 
time and will never be resumed. |

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Germany has already begun the restriction of 
fuel for necessary purposes and- winter has not 
yet begun.

SECRETS OF PRESERVING, 
EDWARDS.—tThere is not the slightest — 
difference between beet sugar and cane 
sugar. Chemical analysis cannot distin- — 
guish difference and dealers do not know 
one kind from another except by the label 
on the barrel, or by knowing where it came — 
from. The notion that one kind is better — 
than the other for making Jelly or for any — 
other purpose is entirely without founda- | 
tion. Plenty of sugar makes fruit. keep 
longer. Chemists say that more than twice 
as much sugar is required to sweeten pre- 
eerves and fruits if added when they begin — 
to boil as if introduced after the fruit is 
cooked. Alice Nantz says: “Use 1 cup 
sugar to 2 cups fruit or juice and you will 
have the same result. Note saving of 
sugar.” If glass marbles are put into the 
kettle, fruit will not ‘require stirring. To 
prevent mold on jelly, jams and canned 
fruit, put jar of lime on shelves. Califor- 
niang have a method of preserving fruft 
without sugar so that it will keep sound 
and fresh for years. Recipe is as follows: 
Fill clean, dry, wide-mouthed bottles with — 
fresh sound fruit; add nothing, not even 
water. Be sure fruit is well and closely — 
packed in, and ram corks tightly down into — 
the neck of bottles until level with glass: — 
Tie corks down tight with fine twine and ~ 
put bottles into pan or boiler of cold water . 
Pack around with hay to prevent breake 
ing. Let water reach not quite to shoulder 
of bottles. Have fire moderate and bring x 
water to boiling. Boll gently 10 minutes. 
remove from fire and allow to cool. ;

Sift together the flour, meal, salt 
and baking powder twice. Have the 
shortening as cold as possible and 
cut it into the Ymixture with a knife, 
finally rubbing it in with the hands. 
Mix quickly with the cold liquid 
(milk, skim milk. or water), forming 
a fairly soft dough which can be 
rolled on the board. -Turn onto’ a 
floured board; roll into a sheet not 
over one-half inch thick; cut into 
rounds; place these.in lightly floured 
biscuit tins (or shallow pans) and 
bake 10 to 12 minutes in a rather 
hot oven.

Rutherford is a keen<-faced, ath- 
letic young man with a fighting-blue 
eye but pleasing manner. He is as 
yet ignorant of the material he will 
have in charge, except for a known 
few, including Capt. “Buddy” Kling, 
who has been working at the Glas- 
gow avenue playgrounds during the 
vacation period. 

“[T have no idea what sort of 
team I shall be able to turn out. 
The material is unknown to me. I 
expect to be able to do fairly well, 
however, as all the schools of the 
Missouri Valley league have guf- 
fered heavily because of the war 
volunteers,” Rutherford told the 
Post-Dispatch. 


Nebraska Least Hurt. 


“The school that has suffered least, 
seeiningly, is my old alma mater, 
Nebraska. Yes, I think the Corn- 
huskers ought to win the valley 
championship this year.

Even 
as a high school player Rutherford 
made a ‘name for himself,’ He grad- 
uated from high school in 1912 and 
in the fall of that year,entered the 
University of Nebraska. 

“Fighting Dick” was ineligible 
to play on the cornhuskers varsity 
eleven that year, so he had to be 
content to play on the freshman team. 

When Rutherford "became eligible 
there was no dispute as to his right 
to a regular position In the backfield. 
He- immediately became a “star” on 
that great eleven of 1913, the team 
that brought Nebraska into the 
spotlight by victories over Minne- 
sota and Iowa. 


He was a powerful factor in the}: 


success of the 1914 team. In 1915 
he captained the Husker crew which 
defeated such foes as Notre Dame, 
Towa, Kansas and Ames. 

Ruptherford is considered, with 
‘Vic’ Halligan and Guy Chamber- 
lain as one of the three greatest 
gridiron warriors who ever wore the 
scarlet and cream. 

In adition to being a ‘great foot- 
ball man Rutherford is a basketball, 
wrestling and baseball star, and a 
weight man. He also is a “crack”
